The Suggestion That He Would 8oek 


to Re-enter the Senate aa Oliver's 


Successor Is Not Taken Seriously by 


Politicians. 


Washington, April 28—That Secre­ 
tary Knox has many times during the 
past 
year regretted 
that he relin­ 
quished what might have been a life 
berth in the United States senate to 
become premier in President Taft's 
cabinet, is generally admitted in ad­ 
ministration circles. 
The secretary 
himself is too loyal to the president 
to make any such intimation publicly. 
From time to time during the past 
few weeks there have been insinua­ 
tions that Secretary Knox might re­ 
tire from the cabinet, but the sugges­ 
tion that he would seek to re-enter 
the senate has not been seriously con­ 
sidered. 
Pennsylvania 
organization 
Republicans in Washington do not at­ 
tach much importance to talk that 
the secretary will make any deter­ 
mined 
effort 
to 
succeed 
Senator 
Oliver. 
The latter has been playing his 
cards carefully, and has committed no 
overt act which would discredit him 
with the organization, and It Is gen­ 
erally conceded that he will have lit­ 
tle difficulty in being re-elected. 
He 
is a candidate, and ever since he came 
to Washington, wdth the assistance of 
Senator Penrose, has been shaping up 
matters so that he may be returned 
That the Knox forces would doubt­ 
less advance some other candidate 
has been expected, but there has been 
little consideration of the suggestion 
that the secretary himself would enter 
the contest. 
They contend that he 
could not properly enter the field for 
the senatorship without withdrawing 
from the cabinet and announcing his 
intention, and to the repeated reports 
that he Intends to leave the state de­ 
partment he has always entered a 
denial. 
It Is well known that Mr. Knox is 
not satisfied with his position nor the 
results which he has accomplished. 
He has also been extremely sensitive 
to the criticisms which have been 
passed upon his dimplomary. 
He has 
smarted under the ridicule which has 
been heaped upon him In the late 
Nicaraguan affair. 
The Crane incident Is still remem­ 
bered by him. and the charge is also 
freq u en tly made that Secretary Knox 
Is allowing the Japanese diplomats to 
out general him in regard to Manchu 
ria 
Besides. Secretary Knot doe* 
not. after a year of experience, con 
aider himself as quite temperamen 
tally qualified for the delicate task of 
handling diplomatic matters in Wash 
(agt on. 
While there has never been any 
open breach between him and the 
Pennsylvania senators. It Is a well 
known fact that ever since he became 
the head of the cabinet, there has not 
been that Intercourse bteween him 
and them which would ordinarily pre­ 
vail between a member of the cabinet 
and the senators from the state from 
which he halls. 
The secretary has been allowed to 
have too great influence with the pres! 
dent in the matter of judicial appoint­ 
ments. which In no way come under 
his Jurisdiction to suit senators when 
the appointments relate to Pennsyl 
vania. 
The Impression prevailed that 
lf he left the cabinet and desired to 
remain In public life that he would 
rather accept an ambassadorship to 
so m e European capital rather than to 
attempt to buck the organization and 
try to succeed Senator Oliver. 
Senator Oliver believes that he is 
entitled to an election; that the record 
he has made in his brief term war 
rants It. and as the organization is 
with him the Knox suggestion is not 
taken seriously.

While the heavy rains of the past 
ten Joy* have caused 
high 
water in 
parts of the State anti have done some 
damage* in this way, they have Iteon 
of inestimable value to the farmers of 
all part* of the 
State, according to 
reports received by Secretary Fritch* I 
held. of the State Department of Agri ; 
culture 
Reports now on tile show that from , 
one to two inches of rain 
has fallen 
during the past week in practically all 
c o u n tie s of the State, and now every 
inch of tillable soil in the Common 
wealth is workable 
Prior to the rain 
the ground was so dry 
that it was 
either too compact to lie worked or so 
dusty that the planting of seeds was 
i na practicable. 
Seeds that were planted 
during the! 
dry weather just prior to the first rain 
failed to germinate in many sections 
of the State, and while the dry spell 
did not continue long enough to cause 
the seeds 
to spoil, they would have 
I teen 
worthless 
had they 
remained 
much longer in the 
ground without 
moisture. 
The wheat and grass, which were in 
danger of drying up. were helped pro­ 
bably more 
than anything else, a l ­ 
though all early plants were aided by 
the downpours. 
The early dry weather will probably 
not retard anything, as the season is 
now advanced 
from 
two weeks to 
almost a month ahead of the average 
spring. 
There has been an absence of 
foists in nearly all sections of Penn­

T H E 
B R O W N T A I L E D 
MOTH. 
The brown tailed moth, n pest which 
was introduced into this country from 
Europe some years ago, bids fair to 
increase the aren of its devastation In 
spite of vigorous measures that have 
been token to keep it within a rather 
restricted area in the New England 
states. The Rural New Yorker, an ag­ 
ricultural palier th a t is always keenly 
alive to dangers of this kind which 
are a menace to the public welfare, 
has lately sounded a warning of a 
probable spread of the scourge to New 
York 
state 
from 
New 
Hampshire, 
where It has had a foothold for sev­ 
eral years past. 
Unless the precau­ 
tions taken to keep It In check are 
materially 
augmented 
tile 
chances 
seem good that It will spread over an 
ever increasing territory. 
The adult 
type Is a pretty moth about seven- 
eighths of an inch In length, with a 
brown tail about an eighth of an inch 
In length, from w bleb it takes its name. 
The female lays her eggs iu the last 
two or three weeks In July, depositing 
them on th** underside of leaves, her 
choice being those of the pear and elm. 
The little caterpillars emerge In the 
course of ul>out three weeks and im 
mediately begin to eat the leaves, con­ 
suming the green portlnu aud leaving 
hut the leaf skeleton. 
In the filii the 
little worms, which have done slight 
damage thus far, make nests for them­ 
selves. which they fasten securely to 
the limbs of the trees in which they 
have Ia*en feeding. 
In the spring they 
get out and are at work as s*k>ii as 
the leaves start, eat voraciously and 
grow rapidly, soon attaining a length 
of an Inch and a quarter. 
When the 
worms reach this size they will strip 
a tree of its leafage in abort order 
unless prevented by spraying thor­ 
oughly with some arsenical compound. 
In sections where the worms have 
been worst they have been known to 
strip fruit and shade trees of all their 
leafage, and when this Is done early 
in the season it means death to them 
While this post is one of tile very 
wurst which horticulturists have on 
their hands, It Is a matter of con­ 
gratulation that it does not spread to 
new territory as rapidly as some foes 
with which tim orchardist has to deal. 
Serious enough is it. however, to call 
for the co-operation of federal, state 
and local authorities in the suppres­ 
sion of it. 


S H O U L D K N O W IT. 
The adobe or “sticky" soil, as it is 
commonly called, found in several sec­ 
tions of the west, while very rich and 
well suited to tho growing of apples, 
pears and some other fruits, is very 
diffic ult to handle and must he plowed 
at Just th** right time—a few days fol­ 
lowing a rain, when the "slacking" 
has advanced to the proper siege—to 
secure results that are at all satisfac­ 
tory. 
Rather oddly, though, while 
continued hot and dry weather feuds 
to form a hard crust a few inches lie 
neath the surface, there seems to he 
no oilier soil which retains its subsoil 
moisture more completely or on which 
fruit trees will stand more protracted 
drought. 
When one buys a "sticky" 
ranch Im* should have in mind that it 
will either be necessary for him to 
have a solid macadam road leading to 
Ids place, if he is to reach it during 
the wet season, or to lay in a sufficient 
stock of supplies aud provisions so 
that be will not have to leave his 
place for two or three months at a 
time. 
The only pointer that the pro­ 
spective buyer of a “sticky" ranch 
needs is that he should be thoroughly 
acquainted with the anti** of the soil 
during the rniiiy season, so that he 
will not be taken by surprise when the 
sticky time comes

If your goose begins to lay In De­ 
cember, when eggs are so high, don't 
raise too glad it cry. 
She will soon 
quit and start again in February, the 
real beginning of the rubberneck breed­ 
ing, laying and broody season. 
When Mrs. (Loose wishes to lay she 
will give you the tip by carrying round 
sticks and straw. 
Then by quietly 
driving and penning her in a place 
where you wish her to lay and sit and 
keeping her there a few hours at a 
time she will there make lier nest if 
undisturbed and nesting material is 
provided. 
Sin* will lay from eight to twenty 
eggs aud then get broody, hut if re­ 
moved to a darkened coop, kept on 
short rations for a few days aud then 
returned she will lay again and again 
get broody. 
Tile trick may he played a second 
time, hut the third laying should bo 
left for the faithful goose to Incubate. 
In tills way sixty eggs are often se­ 
cured from one goose In a -season, tin* 
surplus being set under hens, large

Feed. gravel, Kit ii* I ami water should 
be kept near th** nest, and the goose 
should not be disturbed, as in her 
efforts to defend the nest she will 
break the eggs. and. heckles, tile big 
gander, who guards lits mate while not 
on the nest himself, may attack you 
with serious result*. 
G*m>s*> eggs hatch In twenty-eight to 
thirty-live days, and gulls must Is* re­ 
moved at night. 
They must also lie

own them.

Toulouse and African lay forty to 
sixty eggs per year ami Embden twen­ 
ty to forty, ii nil one goose often raises 
throe bromals it seusou.
